11961 | was 7 years old. It's more than likely that the strips contained in this volume 

include the first Peanuts comics | ever saw.1 was introduced to the series by my father, 

who took the Sunday but not the daily Evening News out of Newark, New Jersey (a 

paper that no longer exists). We were brand-new immigrants in 1961, having just come 
over from Belgium, where the local textile industry that employed my father had recently 
died. My father had an imperfect recall of the English he had studied as a child, my mother 
didn’t speak the language ata, and | had just been flung into American school, not know- 
Ing how to ask to go to the bathroom or, Indeed, anything else, 

Peanuts helped ease us into English. Even more importantly, it gave us an angle on 
‘American culture that was markedly different from what we had previously known. The 
United states was a big, shiny place, full of tall buildings, cars with chrome-edged fins, and 
people who — it seemed to us at the time — were filled with boundless self-confidence. 
My parents were fascinated by this, but also intimidated; our culture inculcated modesty, 
tinged witha certain bitter realism. it wasn't surprising, then, that my father, an intelligent, 
capable man who had been dealt a series of bad hands by life — poverty, war,a truncated 
education —should see himself reflected in Charlie Brown. 


We came from a country that had its own strong tradition in comics art (Tintin, 
Spirou, the Smurfs — whom we knew as the rather more subtle Schtroumpfs), but 
‘American comics, from our foreign perspective, were dominated by Mickey Mouse and 
Superman, symbols of triumphant commerce and military power. Peanuts, therefore, was 
a revelation. It was human, complex, dignified, wise. It could embrace such matters as 
failure, resentment, envy, self-doubt, and unrequited love, locating them on the spectrum 
of ordinary emotions. The strip made a daily argument for valuing human beings not 
despite but because of their flaws, My father, who knew by heart many of the 17th-century 
fables by Jean de La Fontaine, which advanced a similar worldview, immediately identified 
Peanuts as high art, for al that the comic was available every day to everyone for a small 
fraction of a dollar. 

{took to the strip as soon as | could read the words | could not have articulated it 
at the time, but surely | was aware, if subconsciously, that comics that conferred dignity 
upon childhood were rather thin on the ground, in Europe and in America. (Peanuts’ only 
rival in this department was Little Lulu, which | was not to discover for some years to 
come.) In schoo! | was a freak, the only foreign kid for miles around, mocked for my accent, 


my halting English, my imperfect understanding of social conventions taken for granted 
by everyone else. 

While no character in Peanuts exactly mirrored my situation, the strip gave me 
access to deeper common bonds. | may have been terrible at baseball — which didn’t 
resemble any game | had ever played before — but so was Charlie Brown, and he was @ 
pure product of America. Spookily and coincidentally, |, too, carried a torch for a little red- 
haired gir, for years on end. Sometimes she'd let me walk her partway home from school, 
but never worked up the courage to disclose my secret passion. 

‘As an uprooted only child, without much social guidance from my parents or 
anyone else, | came to rely on Peanuts as a field guide to human behavior. The loud girl 
around the block who baited me mercilessly could be understood asa Lucy, and that made 
ime like her better. The smelly kid who was assigned the place next to me for the endless 
rehearsals leading up to the First Communion ceremony was a Pigpen, which didn’t make 


‘the experience more pleasant but did help me tolerate it. My best friend’s omnipresent 
little brother was a Linus, at least by default, even if he never broke into sudden and 
sobering profundity, Sometimes | flattered myself that | was really a Schroeder, although | 
didn’t play piano and certainly didn’t have girls mooning over me — but | was an aspiring 
writer, with a picture of Robert Louis Stevenson looking down on my broken hand-me- 
down typewriter. My father worked in a factory, not a suit-and-tie office like those of 
most of the other kids, but Charlie Brown’s was a barber, and he was proud of that, which 
helped me take pride in my father’s work. What | really wanted was a dog, even though | 
knew I would never find a Snoopy —but when l eventually was entrusted with the care of 
a little black poodle | realized that he, like most dogs, was at heart an eccentric. 

‘My family’s timing with regard to Peanuts was excellent — we had arrived in time 
to experience what is widely regarded as the strip’s golden age. (For years, Christmases 
and birthdays brought paperback collections going back to the feature’s earliest days, 50 


| was soon conversant with its entire history, It was in the early 1960s that Peanuts grew 
from a funny-paper staple into a much larger phenomenon, appearing in diverse areas of 
the culture: television, advertising, greeting cards, clothing, school supplies. it was then 
that the Great Pumpkin first appeared, or rather failed to (with my ignorance of local 
customs, | didn’t immediately realize that the conceit was entirely made up by Charles M. 
Schulz). The “Happiness s..” trope, which before long had become an unavoidable part of 
the language, seems to have been inaugurated in the strip in 1964, 

‘Above all, it was the period when Snoopy truly began to come into his own. it 
hadn't been long since he'd begun walking on his hind feet and been revealed as the 


baseball team’s only truly competent player, but very soon he was developing a rich, 


if often frustrating, imaginative life, Years before Woodstock was introduced as his 
sidekick, Snoopy was regularly demonstrating his rapport with birds: befriending them, 
understanding their language, organizing their activities. He sought the bird within 
himself, succeeding in fight for a minute by flapping his ears until he was abruptly 
grounded by self-consciousness. Then he pretended to be a vulture, although he was a 
flop at menace and his swoops were invariably mistimed. 

In October 1965 he finally solved the problem of flight: he would become a World 
War flying ace. All he needed was a leather helmet, goggles, anda sifk scarf; his endlessly 
versatile doghouse could serve as his biplane. He was ready to challenge Manfred von 
Richthofen, the legendary Red Baron. (For those of us of a certain age, it's dizzying to 


realize that the strips in this book are as many years removed from the present day as 
World War | was then. Many children in the early ’6os knew Richthofen’s name from 
movies and books, as well as that of his leading American rival, Eddie Rickenbacker.) 
Within weeks, seemingly, the image of Snoopy as ace was as familiar to everyone in the 
country as if it appeared on the dollar bill, A few months later |, and everybody else my 
‘age, owned a copy of the initially unauthorized pop record “Snoopy vs. the Red Baron,” by 
‘the Royal Guardsmen 

Schulz was a magician, There's no other way to explain the wild, era-defining 
popularity of a comic strip as low-key and often melancholy as Peanuts. Or that a strip 
grounded in everyday reality should feature not one but two romantic heroes: a little boy 
with modest goals who is regularly thwarted but eternally resilient, and a beagle with a 
radical, even avant-garde, imagination, (You could, | suppose, make a case for them as the 
two faces of the turbulent but optimistic 1960s: the daily and small-time as contrasted 
with the visionary, the unchained, the Icarian.) 

Schulz conveys an entire world through a small group of children and a dog.Acurb, 
‘a fence, a door,a room or two, some grass, and a few trees (including kite-eating trees) are 
all that is needed by way of setting, Adults are present purely by implication, The children 
each consist of a large round head, a small, roughly triangular body, small stubby limbs, 
and big oval shoes, Their ages indefinably range between perhaps § and perhaps 8. And 
yet they contain among them all the vagaries of human existence, all the highs and lows, 
virtues and quotidian vices. They could probably play Shakespeare; they could definitely 
enact Balzac, They hold up a mirror to each of us and, without demanding that we see 
ourselves reflected, they make it inevitable that we do so. The reflection is not, perhaps, 
especially flattering, but It is endlessly forgiving, 

Peanuts, in its magical simplicity, is as loving a depiction of human frailty as you 
are likely to find.
